Too many 
of our great are pictured to us in 
marble, or painted on canvas all 
dressed out as if prepared to give 
their Sunday-best front to pos- 
terity. 


This picture is a part of Amer- 
ica of Lincoln’s time. Men did 
wear nightshirts. The effete pa- 
jama had not been invented. Men 
slept in their underwear or night- 
shirts. The old kerosene lamp, 
the daguerreotypes in their round, 
walnut frames, the four-poster 
bed—all these are a part of our 
country that has been gone a 
long time. 


The nightshirt is a long one. 
Not many inches of ‘the Presi- 
dent’s thin shanks may be seen. 
His left leg is crossed over the 
right at the knee. And on his feet 
are the old brocaded felt slip- 
pers mentioned so often in the 
stories of the war years. 


His Custom 
It was his custom to shuffle 


morning 

at 7 o'clock, found Lincoln sew- 
ing a button on a shirt which he 
had to wear. “Come in,” he said, 
“wait until I repair the damage.” 


America was young in those 
years. The frontier was near. 
And not too many years were 
between young Lincoln, the rail- 
splitter, and the President sewing 
on a button.

Dr. Libby, the scientist member 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, also reported that there was 
a scientific belief that this ‘‘tre 
mendous” amount of radioactive 
materials would fall to earth at 
an extremely rapid rate, since 
the Soviet tests were conducted 
in the Arctic. 


If this new scientific belief 
proves correct, the Soviet atomic 
tests could result in a sharp in- 
crease of radioactive fallout, 
particularly of strontium-90, over 
the northern hemisphere in the 
coming year. 


ONE OF DIRTIEST TESTS 


From figures cited by Dr. 
Libby, it was apparent that the 
Soviet test series—conducted in 
October after the Russians had 
temporarily suspended atomic 
tests—was one of the “dirtiest” 
in terms of radioactive materials 
created and thrust into the strato 
sphere. The Soviet tests ranked 
with the United States 1954 castle 
series in the Pacific—previously 
regarded as the “‘dirtiest’ atomic 
tests ever held. 


From Sept. 30 to Oct. 25 last 
year, the Soviet Union exploded 
14 atomic bombs at its test site 
north of the Arctic circle. The 
tests, according to the A.E.C., 
included several “large yield” 
weapans—or hydrogen bombs. 


The report was contained in a 
scientific paper on radioactive 
fallout prepared by Dr. Libby for 
delivery before a meeting at the 
University of Washington in Seat- 
tle.

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP)—Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser told a 
massive anti-Communist rally Fri- 
day the Reds were converting Iraq 
into a base for operations in the 
Arab world.

Anger with Allies 


PARIS (AP)—The French have 
told their NATO allies they intend 
to keep their Mediterranean fleet 
under French command in the 


event of war. 


The decision, disclosed Friday 
night, appears to have more psy- 
chological than practical impor- 
tance. 


It was seen by some as a paper 
slap in the face to NATO and a 
show of. persistent French discon- 
tent with France’s role in the alli- 
ance and a lack of Allied support 
for the French war against the 
Algerian rebels. The upbuilding of 
French prestige has been a major 
concern of the DeGaulle govern- 
ment. 


WASHINGTON CAUTIOUS 


In Washington, the U.S. gov- 
ernment officially withheld judg- 
ment on France’s move, but of- 
ficials said privately it might be 
a cause for concern. 


Most of the French fleet is in 
the Mediterranean. But in combat 
strength, it is a poor third to the 
U.S. and British fleets. The most 
important striking force in the 
Mediterranean is the U.S. 6th 
Fleet.

From here and there around the 
country come more and more reports of 
automobile clubs and tourist groups hav- 
ing advised motorists to avoid certain 
areas and certain highways in Georgia.

“Incensed by arrests of Florida-bound 
motorists in eastern Georgia’s speed traps, 
the Cleveland Automobile Club today adopted 
a shun-eastern-Georgia policy. 

“Starting today, the approximately 12,000 
club members who ask for Florida routings 
will be sent a bypass route, tour bureau man- 
ager Harold T. Cantlin said. 

“ “The 50-mile section of Rte, 301 from Syl- 
vania south to Folkston has long been a 
problem,’ ’’ said Cantlin, ‘‘ ‘but now the situa- 
tion has become intolerable.’ ”’ 

“*Trouble stems from the fact that in all 
except a few Georgia counties, sheriff's dep- 
uties ‘and other police officers are on a com- 
mission basis in bringing in motorists,’ Cant- 
lin said. 

“Most arrests are for speeding just above 
the posted limits, as determined by radar. 

“The bypass Cantlin recommends routs 
motorists around such Georgia towns as 
Ludowici, Jesup and Glennville. Cantlin re- 
ported several hundred club members ar- 
rested in the area in the last few months.” 


While we have .been leery of ac- 
cepting many such charges of speed traps 
as valid, this type of publicity is becom- 
ing extremely harmful to Georgia. It is 
now becoming nationwide in distribu- 
tion. It lends more validity to charges 
that many officials under the fee system 
are making an absolute racket out of 
arresting out-of-state motorists, hauling 
them to courthouses and jails where they 
_ are required to pay heavy fines or post 
huge bonds in lieu of fines. 

Since the practice affects all Georgia, 
the matter becomes a statewide prob- 
lem addressing itself to the General As- 
sembly and top state officials. There 
seems no pratticalssolution to it except 
to abolish the fee system itself and to 
substitute therefor.a uniform system of 
traffic courts with uniform penalties 
throughout the state. 

The blunt truth is that greedy fee-¥% 
grabbing officials are giving the entire 
state a bad name. Since pleading and 
publicity seems to have aggravated in- 
stead of relieved the problem, the rem-_ 
edy must come through legislation. 

Meanwhile, resentment and bad pub- 
licity about Georgia’s speed traps are 
growing all over the nation:

Concern for Dairymen 


A recent report on milk production 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
lends new emphasis to the State Exten- 
sion Service’s eight-point “help your- 
self” program for dairymen. 

The report shows production in Geor« 
gia last year nosedived a surprising 58 
million pounds. It was the first time since 
1952 the state’s milk poundage skidded. 

Sid Diamond, Extension Service dairy- 


man, blames the drop on the decrease in # 


the number of cows and on drought con- 
ditions. Georgia cows on the average last 
year contributed 70 pounds of milk less 
to milk pails than they did the previous 
year. 

These factors point to the- importance 
of the eight-point program designed to 
increase efficiency in dairying, includ- 
ing a hike in production per cow. 

Other sections of the country must be 
off in production, too. secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson passed up an opportu- 
nity to decrease price supports. Thai is 
the surest possible sign that there is 


little need to worry about supply having 
exceeded demand.

America the Beautiful 
Or America the Mess? 


The need for continued planning for 
Metropolitan Atlanta, for urban renewal 
and for constant rebuilding of the down- 
town area is highlighted in a recent book 
by Wilfred Owen about urban problems 
in general. The book, “Cities in the Mo- 
tor Age,” is a sobering, thought-provok- 
ing analysis about conclusions of top 
planners in the country. 


Briefly, Mr. Owens’ thesis is that 
America the Beautiful rapidly is becom- 


‘ing America the Mess—a direct result of 


the decision of the population “to live 
in metropolitan areas and ride in automo- 
biles.” These cities are not only ugly but 
lack adequate facilities for living or work- 
ing and are hardly a fit setting in which 
to realize our social, economic and cul- 
tural aspirations. 

Ninety per cent of Americans now 
live in metropolitan areas, the experts 
bring out, but their use of the family 
automobile has produced civic and urban 
blight and poisoned air. It has brought 
the cities which produce our wealth to 
the brink of ruin. 

The basic problem, they conclude, is 
that cities and automobiles serve dif- 
ferent purposes, Cities enable people to 
live together; automobiles enable them 
to live apart. We thus have left out the 
human equation while trying to make 
our cities a better place for automobiles. 
But every improvement in traffic flow 
results in more traffic. 

Mobility has made possible moving 
business and. people out of downtown 
areas, bringing on tax problems and 
blight. New slums are appearing in sub- 
urbs as we blight the areas into which 
we move with. gas stations, auto dumps, 
beer parlors and billboards. 

“People who had fled to suburbia are 
beginning to wonder why,” Mr. Owen 
writes. “They moved out to find more 
pleasant surroundings, only to be over- 
taken by thousands of others with the 
same idea.” 3 

Here in Atlanta where growth seems 


always to exceed planning and action, we. 
have all the problems about which Mr. 


Owen writes. We could profit from un- 


derstanding them and in making de- 


termined efforts to alleviate them.

During his | con- 
finement he never learned English. am 
Not long after the reorganization, two doctors from Denmark 
joined the hospital staff and one of them encountered the Dane. 
The doctor understood immediately. The Dane is back in 


Denmark now. 


There have been many other cases of dramatic discharges 


since the reform. What it all adds 
up to is: Kansas’ mentally ill 
now stand a good chance of re- 
ceiving good treatment and going 
home. 


Kansas is the only state which 
actually has fewer patients in its 
mental hospitals today than it had 
10° years ago. This, despite the 
fact the state’s admission rate 
has trebled. 


While the national average of 
mental hospital population for 
all states has increased by 15 
per cent in the last decade, the 
population in Kansas has gone 
down 7 per cent. Unlike most 
states, Kansas has no waiting lists 
for its mental hospitals. 


On the national average, a pa- 
tient who has been in a mental 
institution for more than five 
years has only one chance in 99 
of ever getting out again. 


“HOPELESS” RECOVER 


In Kansas since 1949, when the 
new mental health program went 
into effect, the state has dis- 
charged more than 750 patients 
who had been institutionalized for 
10 years or more. More than 130 
of them had been locked up as 
hopeless for 20 years or more. 


Dr. George W. Jackson, state 
director of. institutions, said the 
reform program ‘“‘opened many 
doors” in the state hospitals. At 
least half of the hospital wards 
allow. patients freedom of the 
grounds, he said. 


_ “This is a positive step toward 
returning the patient to the com- 
munity, as he learns to accept 
responsibility,"” Dr. Jackson said. 


ACTIVITIES FIT PATIENT 


With a well-trained staff, Dr. 
Jackson said, activities are 
planned to fit inté the hospital's 
program for treatment and re- 
habilitation of each individual pa- 
tient. 


‘Instead of sitting in the ward 
and rocking all day, 
“the patients are now busy at oc- 
cupational therapy, recreation 
therapy, industrial therapy, mu- 
sic therapy and other prescribed 
activities. 

“Patients are assigned to these 
activities on a doctor’s prescrip- 
tion, not to get a job of work

Georgia had 1.2, com- 
ypared to the national average of 
2.8 and Kansas’ figure of 5.7. 
Kansas was first in the nation. 


The report show Georgia also 
in 47th position in number of full- 
time employes per 100 patients 
with 17. The national average 
was 27.4 and Kansas was first 
with 49. r 


Georgia was listed as 3th in 
daily expenditures per patient, 
with a figure of $2.73, compared 
to the national average of $3.18 
and Kansas’ second position fig- 
ure of $4.59. (Latest figures show 
Kansas has taken over first po- 
sition with a daily per patient 
expenditure of about $6. The

The black sheep of teen-age parties have the sympathy, if not 
the respect, of many of their contemporaries. Students who this 
week sounded off on party-crashers agree most young people 
resent the brashness of uninvited guests at any social function. 
However, several pointed out that before such misbehavior can be 
condemned, it is well to take a look at the other side of the picture, 
and “offer your hand to them for a shake, not a slap.’’ Admittedly, 
this may not solve the problem, but numerous students display an 
attitude of sympathy toward those ‘‘who must forever feel left out.’’ 

Wanda Isbell, Thomaston, believes resentment is the root of 
the party-crashing problem. She suggests “‘the party-crasher isn’t 
really a bad sort, but merely wants to get in on the fun. Crashing 
the party, of course, isn’t the way to do this, but because of lack 
of education or poor environment, he doesn’t realize it. If every 
town had a teen club, we would soon eliminate : 
our party-crashers. A nice place where all teens 725 
can go without a formal invitation is badly 
needed in most towns.’’ Larry Hembree, 18, Al- @ 
pharetta, who. thinks party-crashers are mostly 
prompted by “dares,” adds “we can help them 
by showing them how important it is to make a 
good impression on others, and what a wonderful § 
goal it is to work toward—and achieve—a good 
reputation.”” Howard Morris, 17, Union City, ob- 
serves ‘‘party-crashers are usually lonely people 
who try to find a little excitement . . . because 
they want to feel wanted.”

Tony Ejichele, Union City, recalls that some Constance Harris 
uninvited guests “are those who travel in gangs ... usually try- 
ing to show off, show friends how big they are.’’ Numerous others 
dismissed the party-crasher as a “big show-off,” but Constance 
Harris, 17, Fairburn, points out “some teens don’t realize they are 
party-crashers.

They have no close friends and 
no crowd to be in. You never see them at parties or dances. 
They’re not invited because they’re not wanted. 

And yet, I feel as though they want to come; as if they 
want to belong. But because they're different, they can’t. I 
pity them. But what can I do to help? Would it do any good 
to ask them to come to school sok-hops? Should we ask them 
to join clubs, take part in extra-curricular events? Would 
asking them to come to fellowship at church help? It would 
certainly make them feel wanted. 

I hate party-crashers. They ruin the good times of other 
people and destroy material things. Wouldn’t you advise me 
to do the things I’ve mentioned? 


Gail Harper, 18,' College Park, observes that ‘‘unchaperoned 
parties are just asking for trouble and party-crashers! Some teens 
think that if they have a chaperone, they’re being old-fashioned 
and it would ruin their party. Few teens realize that if they had a 
chaperoned party, they would have no uninvited guests. The party 
would be a bigger success. Having a chaperoned party is not being 
square in any sense. They are especially nice to have if any 
emergency should arise. ... Unchaperoned parties cause most 
party-crashing.”” Terry Smith, 17, Palmetto, asserts “‘party-crash- 
ing has been built up too much, It’s not as bad as it is said to be. 
However, some party-crashers are just plain mean and want to 
show off.” According to Gail Johnson, 16, Kennesaw, ‘‘misguided 
energy and lack of wholesome spare time recreation, deficient 
mentality causes teens to be forwarded into mischief such as 
party-crashing. . . . Students could help solve this problem by 
occasionally inviting a person of this type to their party. Take an 
interest in him and try to help him overcome the attitude he has 
toward other people. Often a person of this type who is treated 
correctly becomes an important person in society. . . . I feel sure 
if it were possible to have an individual study and treatment of 


' every ‘problem’ child, they would all prove capable of being per- 


fect gentlernen.”’ 

David Turnipseed, 17, Stonewall, maintains that party-crashers 
are in the minority, but, like other trouble-makers, they create a 
major problem: 

These black sheep of the patty are often faced with 
psychological problems of insecurity or inferiority complexes 
for which they attempt to compensate. And many times 
jealousy prompts young people to want to disrupt a party, 
but whatever the cause, these people are just as spoiled little 
brats, trying to get everyone’s attention. 

But once such unwanted guests have arrived, there ts 
not much that can be done to prevent trouble. Even if any- 
one should take the initiative to “bounce” them, the spirit of 
the party would have already been ruined, and throwing 
them out would only add to the confusion. Therefore, the 
solution to the problem lies in some preparty planning. It 
might be a good idea to plan some games whereby those who 
are invited be given special instructions beforehand as to 
their part in the game. In this way the uninvited “party- 
crashers” will feel so left out and out of place that they will 
gladly slip out the door when no one is noticing.

‘Problems’

WESTPORT, Conn.,—A West- 
port clergyman said this week 
that 140 young people and adults 
in his congregation agreed on 
four causes of parent-child fric- 
tion. His remarks were based on 
a survey he compiled after a 
teen-age drinking party had 
shocked townspeople. 


The reasons for such friction, 
which often leads to juvenile 
delinquency, were: 


1, Shouting at children. 


2. Arguing in front of chil- 
dren. 


3. Allowing irritation, tired- 
ness or prejudice to cause par- 
ents to be unfair to their off- 
spring. 


4. Making threats of punish- 
ment and not carrying them 
out.
